Policeman ignores armed bank robber seeking getaway car 

Quiet Hijacker Leaves 
Forwarding Address 


TORONTO (CP) — A quiet. 
•ell-AMured man, who pulled 
off Canada’a flnt successful 
hijacking by diverting an Air 
Canada DC-9, to Cuba, left the 
aix««nember crew with a for¬ 
warding address. 

"He said we oould write to 
Hijacker House In Havana 
and he would get the letter.'* 
aaid stewardess Ruth-Anne 
Snell, 21, of Woodstock, Ont., 
one of four crew members 
who told of the hijacking at a 
news conference after the 
plane returned safely to 
Toronto Monday. 

Miss Snell, laughing and re¬ 
laxed as she recalled the In¬ 
cident, said the hijacker, 
armed with a revolver and a 
grenade, did not elaborate on 
what he meant by Hijacker 
House. 

It was believed he could 
have been referring to one of 
the large hotels on the Ha¬ 
vana waterfront where many 
other hijackers are reported 
to have been lodged. 

Police In nearby Mlswis- 
eauga, whose Jurisdiction in¬ 
cludes the Toronto airport, 
said they were told by exter¬ 
nal affairs officials in Ottawa 
the hijacker carried a pass¬ 
port bearing the name Patrick 
Oitton, 24. a native of the 
Harlem district of New York 
aty. 

Insp. George Wilson said 
there was some question 
about the man’s second name 
and positive identification had 
not been made. 

The passport carried a pho¬ 
tograph of a man with an 
Afro haircut,"long sideburns

and full moustache but the 
suspect has been described as 
a man with short neatly- 
trimmed hair. 

Insp. Wilson said the hi¬ 
jacker apparently told one of 
the stewardesses he was 
going to Cuba because he had 


held up a New York City hank 
and a girl teller had been 

shot. 

The hijacking unfolded Sun¬ 
day night when a "“Tnan who 
said he had "a job to do . . . 
a mission to fulfill" handed a 
note to stewardess Jeanne 


Keldson. 21. of Toronto when 
the plane, carrying 83 passen¬ 
gers from Thunder Bay, Ont., 
was about 20 minutes out of 
Toronto on an 850-mile flight. 

The note read: 

"Think. We have fragmen¬ 
tation grenades and a .38 ca¬ 
libre revolver. Take me to the

Eight Arrested in Seoul 
In 159-Death Hotel Fire 


SEOUL (UPI) — South 
Korean authorities arrested 
eight persons before dawn 
Tuesday in connection with 
the Christmas fir$ in a 22- 
storey hotel that one fire ex¬ 
pert labeled a "deathtrap 
chimney." It was history* 
worst hotel fire, killing 159 
persons. 

The body of the 159th per¬ 
son was found Monday night 
by workers digging through 
the charred wreckage of the 
concrete and steel structure. 

The Seoul district prosecu¬ 
tor’s office arrested the hotel 
owner, Ktm Yong-san, and 
four other hotel officials on 
charges of carelessness and 
improper construction of 
building. 

Two former city officials 
and fire officer also were ar¬ 
rested on charges of negli¬ 


gence because of alleged fail¬ 
ure to conduct proper inspec¬ 
tions of the Taeyongak Hotel 
after it was opened two years 
■go. 


The fire which burned for 10 
hours Saturday killed 159 per¬ 
sons and injured 68 others.

COLOGNE (AP) — 
Three armed men who 
robbed a Cologne bank of 
$97,000 Monday fled on 
foot with the money near 
the French-German bor¬ 
der after freeing un¬ 
harmed two high police 
officials they had taken 
as hostages. 

A fourth suspect, a 
Frenchman, was arrested 
in Cologne and authori¬ 
ties said he would be ar¬ 
raigned today as an ac¬ 
complice. 

About 1.000 West Gentian 
police combed the rough, 
wooded area where tfye geta¬ 
way van wax abandoned. Po- 
lice at the liorder city of Saar- 
brucken said escape would be 
impossible for the robbera 
identified as an Austrian ring¬ 
leader. a Frenchman and an 
Italian. 

The armed bandit trio criss¬ 
crossed the frontier area be¬ 
tween the German Saarland 
and France looking for an 
easy escape route to France. 
But the frontier roads were 
well guarded and their hos¬ 
tages balked at crossing the 
border, authorities said. 

Finally, they abandoned 
their getaway panel truck and 
the hostages in the Kirkeler 
Forest at leaat six mile* on 
the German side of the 
border. 

They ran Into the woods 
carrying the loot In a black 
diplomatic, document case, po¬ 
lice said. 

One of the freed hostages. 
Cologne Criminal Police Chief 
Werner Hamacher, 46, tele¬ 
phoned his office that he and 
his companion, Police Dis¬ 
trict Chief Hans Krauss, 51 
were safe and unhurt. 

The day long drama started 
in the square In front of Co¬ 
logne Cathedral, watched by 
thousands of spectators and 
scores of armed police. It led 
through the twisting Rhine 
Valley and the damp, fog- 
shrouded Eiffel mountains to 
the Saarland. 

The gunmen demanded and 
received from police a guar¬ 
antee of safe conduct and a 
truck to transport themselves, 
the two hostages and the 
loot. Police, who surprised the 
robbers during the holdup, 
shot out the tires of the car 
the trio originally plannned to 
use in their escape. 

Trailed by patrol cars and, 
for a time, by police hel- 
copters, the getawpy truck 
headed south along a highway 
paralleling the Rhine. One of 
the hostages, Ha marker, was 
at the wheel. 

He and Krass had them¬ 
selves exchanged for bank 
employee* the bandits first 
had taken hostage. 

Toward dusk, the heli¬ 
copters were ordered to re¬ 
turn to base. Trailing patrol 
cars made no effort to close 
on the truck for fear of endan¬ 
gering the lives of the hos¬ 
tages.

Justin Pierre ‘Looks Like Me’ 

Trudeau Baby 
Talk of Town

OTTAWA - Justin Pierre is 
the name Prime Minister and 
Mrs. Pierre Trudeau have 
chosen for their three-day-old 
baby son. 

"We can only be sure at the 
baptism but I think it will be 
Justin." the beaming father 
told reporters as he arrived at 
Ottawa Civic Hospital at 3 
p.m. Monday to visit his wife. 

The prime minister, who of¬ 
fered reporters cigars, said 
his son’s second name proba¬ 
bly would ije Pierre. 

Asked why they had chosen 
the name Justin. Trudeau re¬ 
plied: "Well. I had an idea 
and my wife had an idea and 
her idea took over.’ 

The prime minister also 
confided to reporters that the 
baby, who w'as bom Christ¬ 
mas Day at the hospital, re¬ 
sembles his father. 

"I’m afraid he looks like 
me, I’m told. "Trudeau said. 
The prime minister also said 
that the baby has quite a lot 
of hair. 

Trudeau, who arrived at the 
main door of the hospital in 
hia official limousine, was in 
good spirits. 

Although it was bitteily cold 
and he wore no hat or top- 
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coat, the prime minister 
•topped for several minutes 
on his way into the hospital to 
chat w r ith reporters who had 
been standing vigtt for more 
than an hour. 

He said hia 23-year-old wife, 
Margaret, was feeling well 
and that the birth had been 
easy. The prime minister in¬ 
dicated that he would prefer 
not to discuss more intimate 
details such as whether he was 
present for the delivery. 

He did tell reporters, how¬ 


ever. that he had been at the 
hospital at the time his son 
was born. The baby, who 
weighed six pounds, nine 
ounces, was born at 9:27 p.m. 
Christmas Day. 

Since the birth was an¬ 
nounced. congratulatory mes¬ 
sages and gifts have been 
ixmring in from across Cana¬ 
da and around the world.

Torrential Rains Hit 
Southern California

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
Torrential rain deluged South¬ 
ern California Monday, trig¬ 
gering slides that closed high¬ 
ways including the scenic Pa¬ 
cific Ocean route while a two- 
foot snowfall in the mountains 
stranded scores of motorists. 

National Guard jeeps pro¬ 
vided emergency transpor¬ 
tation in the Santa Barliara- 
Ventura area where up to 
three feet of mud oozed over 
coast route U.S. 101 as it slid 
down from 13,000 acres of the 


Santa Inez Mountains denud¬ 
ed by fire In October. 

The storm, an ocean front 
from the northwest, dropped 
almost an Inch and a half of 
rain on the Los Angeles basin 
between :i and 10 a.m. Includ¬ 
ing a near cloudburst in the 
southern area where some 
homes had two and one-half 
feet of water In living rooms 
and El Cambio College had 
six feet in a basement. 

The Los Angeles area haf 
had 6.18 inches of rain since 
June and 5.26 Inches of that 
total (ell in the last six days.

Anti-War Militants Waver , Cheered On ly Message from Viet Cong 


Christmas Truce 


NEW YORK (AP) - Six¬ 
teen anti-war militants oc¬ 
cupied the Statue of Liberty 
for ■ second day Monday, wa¬ 
vering in their demands upen 
the government and facing 
possible oourt ouster. 11>ey 
were cheered on by • mes¬ 
sage from the Viet Cong. 

At one point, the group an¬ 
nounced they were prepared 
to hold the historic monument 
until New Year’s Eve unless 
President Nixon set a definite 
date for withdrawal of United 


States force* from Southeast 

Asia. 

Later, however, ■ lawyer 
•aid the demonstrators ap¬ 
parently had abandoned the 
withdrawal demand. Instead, 
they insisted their anti-war 
message be carried overseas 
by news media to servicemen 
in Vietnam. 

"The most important thing 
... is to get their message 
out to their brothers and 
sister* in Southeast Asia," 
their lawyer added. But he 


■aid the government had in¬ 
formed him it had no control 
over the news media. 

The 16. were reported to 
have rejected a compromise 
plan offered by the National 
Park Service — that they con¬ 
tinue their demonstration in 
the area outside the statue it¬ 
self, and leave the monument 
to sightseers. 

The government sought a 
federal court eviction order 
and District Court Judge 


Lawrence W. Pierce sche¬ 
duled a hearing for today. 

In an affidavit, the Park 
Service said hundreds of 
Christmas week sightseers 
were being blocked by the 
demonstration from visiting 
the statue and added: "Many 
of these visitors will be in 
New York for only a few 
days, and hence the activity 
of the defendants may ir¬ 
reparably prevent them from 
seeing the Statue ol Liberty ’’ 

Coast Guard personnel and

vice police were flown in from 
Washington. 

Meanwhile, the demon¬ 
strators hung an American 
flag upside down from the 
crown of the statue, calling it 
a distress signal to indicate 
that "at this moment, liberty 
certainly is in distress."

Don’t Worry About It

Dear Dr. Thoeteean: Please 
explain lipodystrophy, what 
causes it, and whether you 
advise removal by surgery. 
',My doctor doesn't advise stir- 
• ger. but they look like big 
tumor.* and get sore some 
times. fl.O.E. 

Lipodystrophy means a dis¬ 
turbance in the metabolism of 
fatty tlasue. 

There are two forms One is 
.when too much fatty tissue 
accumulates or when the op¬ 
posite happens — as an Inden¬ 
tation that can develop (espe¬ 
cially In youngsters and 
women) at the site at which 
Insulin la Injacted. The dents 
develop because, for compli¬ 
cated reasons, the fat below 
the skin diminished 
You evidently refer to the 
other type of Hpodystrophy, 
'with lumps of fat Accumulat¬ 


ing. These are also known as 
lipomas, or fatty tumors. The 
cause Is not known. 

They may he small and not 
worth bothering shout . or 
they may become unsightly, 
and sometimes Ihey’re even 
sore. |>artlciilnrly If they are 
subjected to pressure from a 
belt, collar, shoulder strHg. 
etc. 

The question of removing 
such lipomas Is usually a 
matter of whether they are 
unsightly, or sore, or large 
enough to be a nuisance. They 
only very rarely become ma¬ 
lignant. If one shows changes 
such as Increasing In size or 
soreness, or there Is Indica¬ 
tion that It Is pressing on a 
nerve, It la usually removed. 

Obviously your doctor 
doesn't feel there is reason to 
remove yours, so I'd take his 
advice and not worry about It. 


Hear Hr. Thimteson: I have 
very dirty, Itchy skin. My legs 
more often than not are fish 
scaly and when I scratch, 
white powdery skin rains off. 
On my arms I get a very dark 
red blotch which lakes some 
time to disappear. I have 
been troubled like this for 
many years. I am 65 

I do not believe in dermatol¬ 
ogists. 

What la your advice? -D.T. 

Dermatologists are physi¬ 
cians who have had some 
years of specialized training 
in care of the skin, ao I don't 
quite understand why you'd 
turn to me instead. 

Your trouble sounds like 
Ichthyosis, although of course 
It's risky to guess at skin 
troubles unless you see them. 
Anyway, ieftthyoeis amounts 
to an overgrowth of the more 
or leaa homy part of the sldn.

KIT and 
passengers had disembarked. 

Captain Glendenning, an 
Air Canada pilot for 13 years, 
said the hijacker made no 
verbal threat whan he waa in 
the cockpit, "hut with a gun 
looking at you. that's threat 
enough." 

Asked If the man was happy 
to arrive in Cuba, the captain 
said: "I don't know If he waa 
but I sure was." 

First Officer Reid, who was 
flying the plane when the hi¬ 
jacking occurred, said the 
man spent most of his time 
"crouching behind my seat" 
while In the cockpit 
"He didn't bother us," Reid 
said. "I saw the revolver but 
I couldn’t see his face well 
because It waa dark In the 
oockpit. 

"He said he was an Amsrt- 
can Negro, but I don't think 
he was. I knew, as soon as I 
saw tha revolver, that he 
wasn't bluffing and that 
Hughie (Captain Glenden¬ 
ning) and I were going to fly 
to Havana." 

While the plane was being 
refuelled In Toronto, the hi¬ 
jacker returned to the galley 
and ordered blinds polled 
down to prevent the possfljUlty 
of police seeing him through 
eahln windows 
Mrs. Weterings said the 
most tense moment for stew¬ 
ardesses came when a door 
in the plane Jarred open 
•lightly as a ramp was being 
removed.

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Dublin’s Authority Defied 


r HAS BEEN SUSPECTED for s long time thst 
the outlawed Irish Republican Army, determ¬ 
ined to force unification on the northern counties, 
has the support and sympathy of a large part of 
the people In the Irish Republic. The events in 
Ballyshannon, Donegal, last week seem to confirm 
It. 

When three IRA leaders were arrested and 
lodged In the Bellvshannon jail, thousands of dem¬ 
onstrators besieged the police station. IRA men cut 
highway communication and for five hours con¬ 
trolled the town, forcing shops to close under 
threat of violence. 

At the outset 300 police reinforcements were 
rushed to the trouble spot but they were unable to 
keep order, or unwilling to confront the IRA and a 
hostile crowd. Ultimately it was necessary to bring 
in troops to prevent an attempt at delivery of the 
three suspects. 

It was only on the orders of David O’Connell, 
the IRA’s northwestern commander that the 
mob finally dispersed and the IRA men abandoned 
their positions. 

Tlie Incident shows pretty clearly why It Is 
that Prime Minister Jack Lynch has been hesitant 
about taking stern measures to control the IRA 
and to discourage the use of the republic as a base 
of operations against Ulstermen and authority In 
the north. 

It was presumably Intended to serve as a 
warning against any response by Mr. Lynch to 
British pressure for tougher measures against the 
Eire-based guerrillas. 


The Irish government has shown signs of im¬ 
patience with the outlawed IRA, for besides the 
territorial ambitions of this band of terrorists there 
is little doubt but It would topple Mr. Lynch's gov¬ 
ernment If It could to gain its ends. Judging from 
the temper of the crowd in Ballyshannon It Just 
might find considerable public favor. 

But Mr. Lynch Is not a man easily frightened. 
He is reported to be considering Internment of con¬ 
fessed or known IRA leaders and he has already 
stepped up police action to suppress the accumulat¬ 
ing of unlawful weapons. 

In anticipation of more disorders In the face of 
his efforts to discourage IRA terror, he has re¬ 
called the Irish contingent from UN duty In 
Cyprus. 

In fact it seems that he has finally become 
convinced that IRA lawlessness has gone beyond 
toleration. 

The war of terror may have stirred the reac¬ 
tion that might have been expected a good deal ear¬ 
lier from men of good conscience. For murder, In 
whatever cause, is an ugly thing and repugnant to 
decent people. It would be a gratifying develop¬ 
ment if the very brutality of the IRA campaign 
were to defeat Its exponents. 

The defiance at Ballyshannon is not likely to 
weaken the determination of the government in 
Dublin to stand by its democratic principles. It Is 
more likely to have the opposite effect and encour¬ 
age less compromising approach to the nasty prob¬ 
lem of terrorism in an otherwise civilized land.

W/HY THE BIRD COUNT? Contrary to the be* 
W belief of many, It Is much more than an ex¬ 
cuse to get out In the fresh air and away from 
the traditional seasonal feasting, although this in 
itself would be a good thing for more home-bodies 
To try. A little out-of-doors exercise can do wonders 
In under-cutting over-indulgence. 

But this is not meant to be a dig at softly- 
upholstered ribs, but rather a look at this volun¬ 
teer undertaking by amateur naturalists who take 
to the fields and the woods, the lakes and the 
shores each year at this time to observe the feath¬ 
ered ones and record their numbers and species. 

It is estimated more than 20,000 Canadians 
and Americans are participating In this year's Na¬ 
tional Audubon Society census-taking. It is con¬ 
centrated In the week between Christmas and New 
Year’s days, although there sometimes are early 
birds, like Duncan and the Gulf Islands, which do 
their beak-counting during the previous week. 

The Victoria district count was on Sunday, 
and It was one of nearly 1,000 area efforts by peo¬ 
ple whose feelings are more than feather-deep in 
concern over the quality of man’s environment on 
the North American continent. The presence of 
wildlife is a good Indicator of what is happening to 
natural surroundings, which is so Important in sur 
vival of mankind. 


By that standard, as well as others, environ¬ 
mental quality is deteriorating faster than some 
might think. 

Only three years ago 78 species of wildlife 
were listed by the United States Bureau of Sports 
Fisheries and Wildlife as being endangered. In 
other words, extinction was threatened. The 
number has since grown to 89, including 46 varie¬ 
ties of birds. 

There are various reasons, all of them in pur¬ 
suit of what Is thought to be a better way of life. 
But conservationists don’t see it this way and op¬ 
pose the encroachment on natural habitat, aome 
hunting practices and, most of all, the widespread 
use of pesticides. And they can point to a few vic¬ 
tories in their efforts to save wildlife, The trumpet¬ 
er swan, for one, has made a dramatic comeback. 

The fact remains, though, that more species 
are being added to the endangered list than are 
coming off. And many seem destined to join the 
group that now can only be seen In books.

Willy Brandt Reaches Out 
From One Peak to Another

F )R Chancellor Willy 
Brandt Christmas came 
early thU year. HU preeent 
was the Nobel prize for peace, 
awarded for his leadership In 
relaxing tension! between 
East and West In treaties with 
Moscow and Warsaw, signed 
after persistent, long-drawn 
out negotiation. As he meets 
President Nikon in Kay Bis- 
aeyne today Brandt has be¬ 
hind him achievements thst 
would have seemed Impossi¬ 
ble two years ago. 

A * ★ 

Talking in his spacious 
aunny office in the chan¬ 
cellery he reflects the quiet 
satisfaction of a man who has 
overcoma obstacles that ap¬ 
peared in the reoent past in¬ 
surmountable. The East-West 
treaties, the Berlin aoeord 
giving West Berliners new 
access rights to East Berlin, 
the two-billlon-dollar US.- 
German agreement providing 
direct compensation for 
cost of American troops 
stationed hare — In all this 
Brandt and the remarkable 
hunger men around him had 
a leading part. 

The Nixon agreement with 
French President Georges 
Pompidou to devalue the dol 
lar, opening the way to Euro¬ 
pean concessions on Ameri¬ 
can exports, comes as a cli¬ 
max to strenuous efforts to 
straighten out the money- 
trade tangle. Brandt has a 
close working relationship 
with Pompidou. In their re¬ 
cent meeting In Paris he ar¬ 
gued the case for compromise 
in the faee of French intran¬ 
sigence. Prolonged delay 
would have meant, as he put 
It, that aO of us would have a 
difficult 1173.

“There Is no part of the 
world with which the general 
trade of the United flutes has 
increased as much as It has 
with tha area of the European 
E c o n o m 1 • Community,” 
Brandt points out. "It has In¬ 
creased threefold since 195fl 
and with other areas it has 
only doubled on the average. 
Even If you Uke agriculture. 
American exports to the EEC, 
in money value, have In¬ 
creased and not decreased, al¬ 
though the products have 
changed." 


Having come successfully 
through a long, difficult 
course Brandt faces the fight 
ahead with confidence. Rainer 
Bar/el, leader of the opposi¬ 
tion, has said privately the 
Christian Democrats will use 
any trick to block ratification 
of the East-West treaties In 
the Bundestag. Already in the 
upper tv/use, the Bundesrat 
they are employing a series al 
•mall delaying tactics. 

With a majority tor tha So- 
cUIlst-Free Democrat coali¬ 
tion of only six and with con¬ 
stitutional provisions requir¬ 
ing the presence In some cir¬ 
cumstances of 246 of the 251 
elected coalition members, It 
will he a close thing. But, 
Brandt la sure the treaties 
will be ratified, If only be¬ 


cause public opinion is largely 
in favor of present-day reali¬ 
ties as against those who be¬ 
lieve, despite the passage of 
26 years, that the boundaries 
Of Germany of 1M0 can I* 
restored. Brandt's- Own poll 
rating has gone from SO to 54 
while Har/el, currently on his 
own mission to Moscow, has 
dropped to 27. 

In background the president 
of the United States and the 
chancellor of a Germany re¬ 
born could hardly be more 
unlike. The Nixon cautious, 
middle-class origins contrast 
sharply with Brandt’s adven¬ 
turous life -his obscure birth, 
his flight Into exile from the 
Nazis, his return after serving 


In Norwegian uniform, the 
sharp challenge as mayor of 
Berlin. Yet they have much In 
common. Both suffered sharp 
political defeats and convert¬ 
ed despair Into triumph. Both 
are political animals. 

The other dsy Brandt had. a 
long session with leading Ger¬ 
man industrialists who had 
signed a full-page newspaper 
Hd attacking his economic po¬ 
licies and predicting a reces- 
eiOft "Don't think,” he tnld 
them, “that you can dictate to 
me. I Intend to go on repre- 
aenting all the Orman peo¬ 
ple.” nils was not unlike the 
way President Nixon stood 
up to American labor leaders 
defying his wage-amt-price 
controls. 
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American decision to 
devalue the dollar against 
gold has Introduced the great 
majority of Americans to a 
new, puzzling, but not im¬ 
mediately frightening experi¬ 
ence. Devaluation has been 
something that hajpens to 
other nations, other curren¬ 
cies. It has not happened In 
the United A tales since Presi¬ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt 
decreed that an ounce of gold 
was worth 135.

That waa In 1034. The 
number of Americans alive 
today who were old enough to 
understand what President 
Roosevelt was doing are now 
In a minority. Few of those 
are likely, In fact, to have un¬ 
derstood what was going on. 
And of that tiny hand most 
have probably forgotten what 
it was all about. 

There Is no national feeling 
here, baaed ori recent experi¬ 
ence, that devaluation in¬ 
volves a national humiliation 
The French and the British 
have fresh recollections of 
what It meant to them per- 
sonelly to pneke sacrifices to 
"defend” the franc and the 
pound. They also remember, 
however vaguely, that deva¬ 
luation, when It came, also 
meant acceding advice from 
other countries a I tout how 
economic and social arrange¬ 
ments at home should he or- 
dti fld The Eh Itteta were led to 

believe that they had some¬ 
how been done down by fa 
oeleee currency speculators 
known, unfairly, as the 
“Gnomes of Zurich." 

There are no such folk 
memories, however mislead¬ 
ing, for Americans to ding ft. 
It is therfore difficult to pre 
diet how the country will 
react, when It eventually real¬ 
izes that the dollar is no 
longer almighty, 
y On the night of President 
Nixon's historic announce¬ 
ment, there was a discus¬ 
sion of the problem with a 
dosCQ •» so Americans, all 
distinguished In their various 
fields of law, science and 


business, and aged from 
aliout 45 to over 80 , Beneath 
tlie almost universal uncer¬ 
tainty aliout the meaning of 
the president's decision was a 
feeling that devaluation was 
closely connected with an 
over-generous foreign eco¬ 
nomic and aid policy ami with 
the deployment of American 
troops abroad. 

This and other indications 
suggest that the delayed reac¬ 
tion of the United Slates could 
well involve greater pressure 
for protectionism, cuts in 
foreign aid and even greater 
reluctance to see America he- 
c o m e militarily involved 
beyond its shores. 

Pressures of this kind might 
well complicate the process of 
obtaining congressional n\r- 
proval of a devaluation of the 
dollar against gold, although 
the first reaction of leading 
ligures in the Senate and the 
House of Representatives 
were on the whole favorable. 
Devaluation seemed almost to 
la* regarded hn a victory for 
American diplomacy, and so 
it Is, In reality.

The Western world has for 
years t*en living with a mon¬ 
etary system In fact based on 
a dollar standard, though the¬ 
oretically based on gold. This 
gave the United States an 
f n or moui credit status. 
Foreign countries knew that 
there was not enough gold in 
Fort Knox to cover Amerlean 
international debts. They 
therefore refrained from de¬ 
manding gold In exchange for 
a dollar, fearing a run on 
gold that would wreck the 
Western monetary system. 
They reluctantly agreed to 
hold huge quantum of dollars 
in their reserves, while urging 
the United States to Improve 
Its balance of payments and 
curb inflation at home. 

A European country would 
have been torpid to devalue 
Its cunremy Jong before this.

world, Washington could not 
take such unilateral action. If 
it had devalued the dollar, 
most other countries would 
have devalued too, leaving the 
relationship between the dif¬ 
ferent currencies largely un¬ 
changed.

Some kind of shock treat¬ 
ment was needed to tiring (lie 
whole problem to a head. This 
President Nixon applied on 
August 15 this year, when he 
announced that the dollar 
would no longer tie exchanged 
for gold, imposed d 10 percent 
tariff surcharge on foreign 
imimrts and introduce a wage 
and price freeze in the United 
States. 

This effectively demolished 
the international monetary 
system established after the 
Second W o r J d War and 
raised huge iiolltlcal and dip- 
lornatlc problems which have 
caused resentments and dis¬ 
array among the Western in¬ 
dustrialized nations. 

The strange position of the 
United States is underlined by 
the fact that, In the past four 
months. It has had to fight lor 
a devaluation of the dollar 
against other currencies and 
not against it. 

The dollar was in serious 
trouble, hut Washington, in¬ 
stead of meekly accepting 
foreign advice on how to run 
Its economy, sent out the self- 
confident, aggressive figure of 
Treasury Secretary John (ton- 
natty to tell the rest of tlie 
world what It had to do to 
solve America's balance of 
payments problems. 

He demanded not only a re¬ 
valuation of other currencies 
against the dollar, hut also In¬ 
sisted on an end to harriers 
against American exports and 
a fairer sharing out of West¬ 
ern defence costs. 

America lias already won 
some concessions. The North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO) countries, and e*|>e- 
clally West Germany, have al¬ 
ready agreed to assume a

The Shattered Myths of India-Pakistan 


W HATEVER else the far- 
from-finiahed fndo-Pak- 
Istunl conflict may do, II ha* 

already shattered several 
popular myths. 

The principal casualty of 
what Is now In fact a big 
power struggle for Southern 
Asia Is the, myth of non-align¬ 
ment. 

launched by India after she 
gained independence from 
Britain 24 years ago, the non- 
alignment doctrine was pre¬ 
sented to the Ideologically 
split world aa en activist ver¬ 
sion of neutrality. 

/Jke neutrality, non align¬ 
ment meant non•purticipatlon 
in military alliances, but un¬ 
like neutrality It did not mean 
non-involvement In power pol¬ 
itics. India saw Itseif as the 
nucleus and organizer of a 
“third force" within the 
framework of the Eaat-Weet 
Ideological and power strug¬ 
gle that took shape In the lata 
1940s 

While lacking and presum¬ 


ably not seeking military 
power, the Third Force was 
aspiring to reduce and eventu¬ 
ally resolve cold war tensions 
by moral persuasion and by 
shining examples of peaceful 
settlements of disputes of the 
non-aligned countries with 
their neighbors. 


While preaching all these 
assumptions and projections 
of the non-aligned concept (o 
others, India herself acted dif¬ 
ferently whenever confronted 
with what she perceived to be 
a threat to her rational Inter¬ 
ests. 

Thus India used fores In an 
early endeavor to crush Pa¬ 
kistan; sent her troops to oc¬ 
cupy the Portuguese enclaves 
on the sub-continent tried to 
annex Ksshmtr by force: got 
embroiled In border flgf ting 
with Odra; and sK years ego 
tried to subjugate Pakistan by 
war. 

llnabls to achlevs this pri- 
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mary aim of her foreign poli¬ 
cy without the backing of a 
major power. India finally 
threw the vary essence of 
non-alignment to the winds of 
expediency when last summer 
•he signed whet amounted to 
a thinly camouflaged military 
pact with the Soviet Union.

Which brings me to tha next 
myth — the myth about the 
major cause of the peace¬ 
keeping impotence of the 
United Nations.

India - Pakistan war was the 
dismemberment of Pakistan 
as a Moslem nation, the 
world's fifth largest country 
in terns of population ami a 
major force in the |x*ver 
structure of the auticontinent. 

For the first time, India 
was clearly established as tha 
subcontinent's dominant 
force and India's determined, 
single-minded and unswerva- 
hie prime minister, Indira 
Gandhi, clearly emerged as 
the dominant jMMSonality be¬ 
hind ths force. 

Poverty-Ridden 

With the breakup of Pakis¬ 
tan came tlie bjrth of the new 
nation of Hangla Utah (Han¬ 
gul I .and) In tha former area 
of Feat Pakistan, a land of 
uiiwards of 75 million pcopla 
and evan poorer In many re¬ 
spects than some of tha most 
ditmially poverty-ridden parts 
of India. 

For moat of the poor mil¬ 
lions of the sulM'ontlnent, 
events of 1971 presaged an 
era of gteat economic trmihle. 

India had severe economic 
problems even before the dev¬ 
astating civil war broke out 
In Fast Pakistan in March 
that eventually led to all-out 
war At war's end, India 
faced a staggering tusk of try¬ 
ing to get the new democracy 
or Hangla De*h on its feet 
economically. 

Economic Ruin 

Pakistan's economy, which 
was gradually recovering 
from a sever# recession, 
plunged to near ruin after the 
costly war with India and the 
Iona of the money-spinning 
into industry of Fast Pakis- 
tan. 

Hie war.between India and 
Pakistan grew out of undying 
hatreds between Hindu India 
and Moslem Pakistan which 
have caused them to go to 
war three times since thpy 
Itri-ame independent in 1947. 

The December conflict 
stemmed from general elec¬ 
tions in Pakistan In De¬ 
cember, 1970, sod the result- 
mg victory of the Bengali au¬ 
tonomy leader, Sheikh Mull* 
hur Kuhnian, who was able to 
win a majority of nationul as¬ 
sembly seats because of Fast 
Pakistan's poisilation edge 
over the wrsl, 

Following the victory, Pa¬ 
kistani president Agha Mo¬ 
hammed Yahya Khan refused 
to convene tlie National As- 
scinhly because of Mujlh's 
pledge to establish autonomy 
for Fast Pakistan, where the 
Bengali population felt It had 
been economically exploited 
hy the Punjabi and Puthan 
peoples of West Pakistan. 

Meeting! Full 

A series of meetings between 
Yahya and tlie sheikh failed 
on the evening of March 25 
and Yahya abruptly departed 
from the Fast Pakistani capi¬ 
tal of Dacca for Islamalmd, 
the nation’s capital. 

Within four hours, Yahya* 
West Pakistani army began 
what lias come to lie regarded 
as the worst hkxxlhath of 
nvxiern times. 

Foreign newsmen trapi*d 
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Indian assistance and funds. 
It quickly honored the debt by 
becoming the second nation 
after India to recognize the 
Hangla I>eah government of 
the Fast Pakistani rebels. 

Maaive Tntft 

In the aftermath of war the 
task of ectMMiml^ reconstruc¬ 
tion remained massive for 
both India and Pakistan, even 
without considering the dam¬ 
age done hy bullets and 
bom Its. 

West Pakistan faced the 
loss of nearly half of ita 
foreign exchange receipts 
from the rich Fast Pakistan 
Jute trade. Jt also had to 
shoulder lha extra burden of 
more than $100 million in 
foreign aid debt repayments 
•m which It declared a unilat¬ 
eral moratorium at the start 
of the Fast Pakistan crisis. 

India had tlie burden of the 
refugees, which scuttled its 
development program during 
the year In economically de¬ 
prived Watt Bengal slate Ixir- 
daring on Fast Pakistan. 
Fctinomlsla j>ut lha cost of 
maintaining tha close to 10 
million refugfes.up hi March 
of 1972 at between $800 million

Although some of the refu¬ 
gees began returning home as 
stain as Indian troops began 
winning control of Fast Pakis 
tan, there was no Immediate 
assurance that all of tha war 
victims would return.

Pakistani 
IrocgM moved to lhe western 
Ixirder and Indian military 
units followed suit. 

India claims that Pakistani 
jets attacked several air 
baflM III I he area along the 
West Pakistan Ixirder on the 
night of Dec. 3 In what Mrs. 
Gandhi described as the start 
of full-scale war. Rut the first 
open offensive o|ieraUons 
came when Indian trixips 
moved across the border of 
Fast Pakistan, and fighting 
started on the West Pakistan 
border. 

Western efforts to maintain 
peace in the region were cri¬ 
ticized as halfhearted hy In¬ 
dian officials who accused the 
western puweis and es|M*rial- 
ly the United States <»f being 
(Martial to Pakistan.

Before her departure for

Pakistan tan dial afl tin 
same time Ihe influx of refu¬ 
gees made it mandatory that 
Pakistan create conditions 
which would allow (hem to go 
back. 

Following her return, Mrs. 


Gandhis position hardened 
further still. The unannounced 
incursions into Fast Pakistan 
liegan. Mrs. Gandhi declared 
her objectives before parlia¬ 
ment 

"I do feel that in today's sit¬ 
uation Ihe very presence of 
Pakistani troops in Hangla 
Desh Is a threat to our securi¬ 
ty. " she said. "I would cer¬ 
tainly welcome (he withdraw¬ 
al of troops, and I think (hat 
troopa lo lie withdrawn are 
the Pakistani troops from 
Hangla Desh." 

Jet! Downed 

One week earlier Indian 
lilanes had shot down three 
Pakistani jet fighters along 
die Fast Pakistan Ixirder. 
Western military sources here 
said lhat it was open to ar¬ 
gument on which side of the 
border the dogfight occurred. 

In any case, denouncement 
and full-scale war came with¬ 
in four days of Mrs. Gandhi's 
words.

If only those ugly plastic hags, detergent Ixittles, and cos¬ 
metic containers which litter the seaside and countryside 
would rot away and return to the earth gs naturally as au¬ 
tumn leaves — what an environmental prtedem would he 
solved! 

II sounds like a dream hid, In Professor Gerald Hcott 
In the physics department of Aston University, Britain, self- 
destroying plastic has become a reality. 

8c.ott has developed a method of Introducing a cheap 
chemical Into certain types of plastic which will make them 
disintegrate after a few weeks eximsqre lo Ihe sun. 

He has patented his “photo-activator'" Invention and has 
Interested some parts of the packaging industry In It. 

Japan, which has an enormous problem of plastic waste, 
haa shown the most enthusiasm, and a company tl»er# is car¬ 
rying out trials. 

"What I want to do now la to study the extent of tlie 
problem," says Hcott. 

He has had little encouragement in Britain. There seem 
to be liaslcally two reasons for this. 

Plastic containers are only a small part of the whole ref¬ 
use dlsixxial and littler problem. Experts say that by 1980 
plastics will form only slxad 5 |x*r cent of all refuse. 

Hecondly, not everyone is as confident as Professor Hcott 
that his Invention, however Ingenious, would work in peer 
Hot. "If blo-diaposbte) plastics were brought in, the puhlio 
would have to l»e re-educated," he himself admits. 

-'There is a long way to go between the laboratory bench 
and the counter," says a spokesman for the British Plastics 
Federation. 

"The success of plastics as a material for containers Is 
their outstanding ability to resist light, heat and bacteria. 
Once you change this you ara up against a big problem." 

The fear la that containers made from Hoott's special 
plastic would begin to disintegrate before thetr use is over. 

•Imagine your detergent bottle falling apart before your 


eyes; or the fanner who goes to collect a plastic hag of fertil¬ 
izer and finds only the |x>wdery remains 

Scott has thought alxiut all this He has found a way of 
building in a warning system in which tha color of a contain¬ 
er would change when it liegan to disintegrate. 

He hss modified the plastic lo stop |f being eroded hy 
light shining through glass windows. He also points out that 
the plastic would have a life of at least four weeks In sunlight 
before it liegan to break up. 

There i* atxHher worry. What effeeta would a decom¬ 
posed plastic bag have on Ihe toll in a garden or fieldT 

"It would break down in roughly Ihe same way as wheat," 
says Scott. 

Hut despite tlie thoroughness with which Hcott list tack¬ 
led the iiroblem of destroying plastics, his Invention Is not 
likely to change tha face of the countryside, the seaside, or 
municipal refuae dlspoeal In the near future. 

A sharp line has to be drawn lietween refuse and litter. 

As lung as people give their rubbish to local authorities hi 
get rid of, the problem can he contained. Hut If we leave lit¬ 
ter lying around we cause real damage to Ihe appearance of 
our surrounding* 

Hcott carried out his own research on seaside (xillution in 
a remote bay in the north of Kcotlanri. He found "masses and 
masses" of plaatie containers, many of whioh had blown In 
from overseas. 

"It Is no use having Incinerator* for litter like this you 
have to go and collect It," he argues. With his disappearing 
plastic there would he no problem. 

Plastic containers are not the only things that litter the 
countryside. In one recent town, volunteers turned up 110 t/ms 
of litter which would otherwise have been uncollected, includ¬ 
ing everything from hedetead* to bus tickets 
« If all or most litter were plastic of the kind Professor 
Scott can make disappear, then perhaps it would be easier to 
keep the world tidy 

But until that day tha main fronts In the anti-litter cam¬ 
paign will he public education and more re-uae of containers 
such as bottles. — 
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llnent which were overshad¬ 
owed hy Ihe I into-Pakistan 
war and the events leading to 
It.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States’ 
balance of trade deficit increased by $227.2 million 
in November — the seventh month this year that 
the figures showed the U.S. importing more goods 
than it exported. 

The deficit, however, was an improvement 
from the October figures. The balance of trade 
then showed the United States in red Ink by $821.4 
million — the worst monthly deficit In the country’s 
history. 

Tlie United States now haa imported $1.7 
billion merchandise than it exported in the 11- 
month January-November period 

Not since 1893 has the U.S. had a deficit in 
Its trade flgutes. Last year the U.S. reported a 
surplus at 2?7 billion. 

The Nixon administration had predicted a 
sizable deficit this year but hopes to turn It around 
In 1972 through the new monetary agreement by 
removal of trade barriers. 

The census bureau, which released the balance 
of trade figures Monday said exports in Novemlier 
amounted to $3.16 HHIon while imports Mailed 
$3.39 billion.

Ana Paez Ortega. 12. lives 
in the three-huWrvillage of 
Santa Ana In the tnib-troploal 
Andes Mountains. Three 
weeks ago, while playing in 
the fields with other children, 
she was bitten by a dog with 
a rare strain of rabies. 

Taken to a hoapltal here in 
a jeep, doctors fought a losing 
battle against the disease and 
each day the little girl moved 
a fraction closer to what ap- 
peared an Inevitable death. 

"She will die by Christmas 
unless we can get hold of a 
special serum," doctors said. 
"There is none In Venezuela 
and none in neighboring coun¬ 
tries." 

But then in a last effort to 
stave off death, they began a 
relay of mercy calls for help 
around the world In a special 
Christmas Operation Ana. 

Two days ago the precious 
serum was located In Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla., and after a 
chain of long-distance calls by 
two Caracas doctors, Enrique 
Morao and Oswaldo Rodri¬ 
guez, Jacksonville authorities 
rushed the life-eaving liquid to 
the airport for emergency 
shipment to Caracas.

ing birds tens of thousands 
of them, flocking to river 
hanks cleansed by a thorough 
anti-pollution job. 

Ornithologists report sight¬ 
ing species of duck and wad¬ 
ing bird on the Thames' uppr 
estuary where they haven't 
api»eared for generations. 

Coupled with this is the 
reappearance of carp In the 
Thames, and the hope the! 
soon fish of yesteryear will 
once again swim along the 
river Into the heart of London. 

"The whole estuary is com¬ 
ing to life again," says Pnter 
Grant of the London Natural 
History Society. "The Port of 
Izmdon Authority's pollution 
efforts have made r n Untie 
difference."

Hmtt, 
custodian of a collection of 
fleas in Briteln, has con¬ 
firmed that the fleas from the 
owl were Ceratoplmllus pell- 
cant. 

(Tatum sent the fleas to 
8 mit in a pill vial He had 
frozen litem flral, hoping to 
kill them painlessly that way 
hut they had thawed (Hit and 
were jumping around quite 
actively when they arrived at 
the British Museum peutiou 
where Hmit works ) 


Tatum took the fleas last 
March from an injured long- 
ea red owl which tied been 
found in an Oak Bay garden 
after It died 

The long-eared owl, he said, 
Is only very rarely eeen <« 
Vancouver Island end Hie last 
caitlrmed retord from Vic- 
I. *rla was In 1924. Home auth- 
orities have theorized that lha 
•qtecles may breed on the Is¬ 
land hut no nest has ever 
been found. 

Tatum took the flea* from 


the owl In Ihe hope that their 
identification would furnish a 
clue as to whether flaw hind 
was a resident or a migrant 
Identification of tha pelican! 
species, he said, lends weight 
to the Idea that Ihe owl was a 
migrant because that >|iei ies 
of flea is normally found on 
while pelicana and other sea* 
birds off the California coast 
Hut, he added, It is possible 
Ihe flea a|«euiee ie actually 
resident here Iwt lias never 
been identified.

It was the first tie tn the 37- 
year history of the poll, con¬ 
ducted by The Canadian Press 
among writers and broadcast¬ 
ers across the country. 

I^eslie Cliff, g o 1 d -m e d a 1 
swimmer from Vancouver, 
came third. 

The young co-winners- Miss 
Brill is 18 and Miss Van Klek- 
e b e 11 17-are remarkably 
alike. Both are track athletef 
and both are tall, slim and 
with long, dark blonde hair. 

Each won a gold medal at 
the Pan-American Games in 
Cali. Colombia, last August; 
each is the holder of Canadian 
records. 

Miss Van Kiekebelt. who 
holds the North American 
pentathlon record with more 
than 5,000 points, won the 
Pan-Am pentathlon gold 
medal with 4,290 points. 

Miss Brill set a Games 
record with a high Jump—per¬ 
formed In her unique back- 
bending style—of 6 feet, %t)is 
of an inch. 

Selectors were asked to 
name their first, second and 
third choices, each worth 
three, two and one points re¬ 
spectively. The two winners 
polled an identical points total 
of 208. 


Miss Van Kiekebelt actually 
pulled in more first-place 
votes—55 to 38 for Miss Brill. 
But the West Coast high- 
jumper got 37 seconds and 20 
thirds to 13 and 17 for the To- 
ronto girl. 

Miss C3iff had 113 points. 
Barbara Simpson, gold- 
medal rider from Calgary, 
pulled in 80 points to finish 
fourth, edging out swimmer 
Donna-Marie Gurr of Vancou¬ 
ver with 65. 

Miss Cliff, like Miss Gurr, 
won three gold medals in 
swimming at the Pan-Am 
Games. They combined on the 
gold-medal 400-metre medley 
relay team. Miss Cliff won in¬ 
dividual gold in the 200- and 
400-metre medleys and Miss 
Gurr came first in the 100- 
and 200-m e t r e backstroke. 
Her 100-metre time of 1:07.2 
was a Lames record. 

The girls combined to win 
second-place stiver medals as 
members of the 400-metre 
freestyle relay team and Miss 
Cliff won an individual silver 
in the 100-metre butterfly. 

Miss Simpson won a Pan- 
Am gold medal as a member 
of Canada's jumping team. 

Both Debbies are Grade 12 
students. 

Miss Brill began in track 
and field in Grade 1 and l>er 
backward style of jumping 
gradually evolved from the.

For visitors to the Island a 
good spot is Longueville 
Manor, an ivied Norman hall, 
prudently updated century by 
rentury and now an excellent 
hotel, with double rooms at 
about J15.

I\o Time To Wait 
For Delivery 


By DEN MS BELL 

TORONTO (OP) - A Fed¬ 
eral Court judge aaya the Ca¬ 
nadian Radio-Television Com¬ 
mission Is virtually powerless 
to prevent TV networks and 
stations from airing programs 
that are racist, In poor taste 
"or offensive to ■ substantial 
number of viewers. 

Mr. Justice Allison Walsh 
made the comment in a 29- 
|wge written judgment in 
which he dismissed a hid by 
four Indian organizations for 
a court order that would have 
forced the CRTC to hold a 
public inquiry Into the CTV 
network's airing of a program 
entitled The Taming of the 
Canadian West. 

However, the judge noted 
that the Indian groups "may 
well have a legitimate griev¬ 
ance although I am not so 
deciding for which the law 
ns presently constituted ap- 
1 *ars to provide no adequate 
redress." 

'ftie action was munched by 
the National Indian Broths 
ei bond, the lndlan-Fskimo Ae- 
aociatkin of Canada, the 
Union of Ontario Indiana and 
the Canadian Indian Centre of 
Toronto. 

The four organizations pre¬ 
viously failed In a bid for a 
court «rder that would have 
halted retmsadcaitlng of the 
hour-long historical documen¬ 
tary by (TV in July, foUmvtflg 
its intlal airing in March, 
1970. 

Walsh said In his judgment 
that the Indians regarded the 
program as "blantantly re- 
cist, historically inaccu- 
rate and slanderous to the In¬ 
dian race and culture" in its 
version of the settling of the 
Canadian West prior to the 
turn of the century, 

But he said he would not 
nxnment on the content of the 
program, based on a ixiok by 
Toronto writer Fank Rasky, 
because he had not seen the 
show and the nature of the 
program Itself was not an 
issue before him. 

Walsh also said It was not 
his place to comment on 
whether the CRTC should l>e 
given more powers to control 
the subject matter In pro¬ 
grams broadcast by the TV 


stations and networks It li¬ 
censes. 

"This is a decision which 
Parliament akme can make, 
but at present, it is evident 
that the powers given to It In 
this field are very limited and 
ineffective." 

Instead, the judge under¬ 
took a painstaking examtna- 
t it in of the way in which the 
CRTC and (TV handled the 
Indian protests. He found that 
the network had "no intention 
whatsoever of making major 
alterations or withdrawing the 
film" and consistently refused 
to discuss it with Indian lead- 
era. 

The GRTC treated the In¬ 
dians "rather harshly" and 
would only examine their 
complaints against CTV and 
the special "after long delays 
and frustrating obstructions " 

In the end. the commission 
refused to order network ex¬ 
ecutives to get together with 
the Indians, declined to halt 
rehroadcaat of the controver¬ 
sial show and turned down an 
Indian request for a public in¬ 
quiry into the entire matter, 

Justice Walsh noted that al¬ 
though the Indiana filed their 
Initial written complaint 
against the |>rogra, with he 
CRTC on June XI, 1970, it took 
the commission eight months 
to complete its examination of 
the dispute. And then it took 
no action whatsoever. 

CTV got a copy of the In¬ 


dians complaint and had 
Kasky write a lengthy rebut¬ 
tal to it, which was alao filed 
with the CRTC. The judge 
said the commission refused 
to give the Indians a otgiy of 
the rebuttal. 

"It was only when this dis¬ 
crepancy In the manner in 
which the two parties were 
Iwing treated was called to 
the CRTC's attention that they 
then released a truncated ver¬ 
sion of this reply." 

(TV then used "the dnlay 
in furnishing" the Rasky 
reply to the Indiana as an ex¬ 
cuse for cancelling a meeting 
with their leaders, saying the 
Indians had not had time to 
study the Rasky rebuttal. 

The judge said that Arthur 
Weintbal, CTV director of pro¬ 
gramming, unilaterally can¬ 
celled a meeting with Indian 
leaders that had been set for 
a few weeks prior to the re- 
bmaricaating date for the doc¬ 
umentary. 

The CRTC had enoouraged 
the meeting, but its "ready 
acquiescence to Welnthal's 
unilateral cancellation of the 
meeting certainly indicates 
ttiat It had no intention of forc¬ 
ing him to meet the Ihdian 
representatives. 

"It seems evident that the 
CRTC, while constantly ex¬ 
pressing the hot* that the 
parties could get together and 
adjust their differences ao 
that the matters In the dis¬ 
pute could be burled and for¬ 


gotten, was unwilling to take 
any positive action whatso¬ 
ever . . eald Walsh. 

•'Nor was it willing, or per¬ 
haps able, to bring any pres¬ 
sure whatsoever to bear on 
the CTV network to compel it 
to withdraw or make changes 
in the said program, or even 
compel it to attend a meeting 
to discuss same." 

The judge said the CTV 
"having no doubt invested aute 
stantial sums" In the histori¬ 
cal documentary, was eager 
to "reap the fruits of the con¬ 
troversy and broadcast It 
again " 

In refusing the Indians' re¬ 
quest for a court-ordered in¬ 
quiry, he said the controversy 
that a public hearing would 
generate "would have made 
the public even more anxious 
to see the program and 
played right into the hands of 
CTV, which had every inten¬ 
tion of broadcasting it a sec¬ 
ond time."

"So long as they do not in¬ 
fringe on laws relating to 
slander, libel or obscenity, 
they are apparently on safe 
ground. There is nothing In 
the act which gives the QRTC 
the right to aot as oensor on 
the content of any individual 
program." 

The CRTC' looks only at a 
station's broadcasting policy 
over the long term its over¬ 
all programming rather than 
an individual production. If it 


finds ttu> programming want¬ 
ing, the commission can re¬ 
voke. suspend or rehiM In 
renew a station's licence. 

However, "this is such • 
serious matter that it is not 
the course the commission is 
likely to adopt save for grave 
and re|ieated offences," said 
Walsh. 

"And it would appear that it 
is reluctant to use this power 
as a threat to compel the indi¬ 
vidual licensees, or In the 
present rasa, a broadcasting 
chain, lo alter or withhold a 
program." 

Walsh also decided to dis¬ 
miss the Indians' application 
witiioul coats the usual pro¬ 
cedure -is to order tite losing 
parly in such actions to pay 
the oourt fees.

A feeding station in Saanich 
was visited by a hummingbird 
on Sunday Hummingbirds 
are normally only summer 
visitors to the Victoria area, 
so any species would be rare 
in December, Tatum said. 

It Is possible tiie bird may* 
have been an Anna's hum¬ 
mingbird, resident in Califor¬ 
nia, and not confirmed as a 
Canadian species, he said.

Mrs. Trudeau, who married 
the prime minister in March, 
lead the voting in a poll of 
about 70 editors. Votes are 
based on news Interest. 

They chose Grace MacTnnls 
as thp most newsworthy 
woman In the public affairs 
category. Betsy Clifford In 
•ports, Dr. Jean Sutherland 
Boggs in literature and rrt 
and Anne Murray in enter¬ 
tainment. TYie vote on the 
news story of the year was 
about evenly split between 
women's rights and abortion. 

The vote for Mrs. Trudeau 
was not overwhelmingly 
large, in spite of a recent in¬ 
crease in stales while she 
awaited the birth of a child. 

Most of the publicity con¬ 
cerning her centred around 
the first few weeks of their 
marriage and their official 
trip to the Soviet Union two 
months later. , 

Mrs. Trudeau, 23. Is the 
former Margaret Sinclair of 
Vancouver. Her father la 
James Sinclair, u building 
products company executive 
and former Llber.tl fisheries 
minister. 

Her March 4 wedding to the 
prime minister surprised 
most Canadians Including, ap 
parently. friends and col¬ 
leagues of the bride and 
groom. 

Mrs. Maclnnls, NDP MP 
for Vancouver-Klng»way since 
1965, has been chosen most 
newsworthy woman In public 
affairs for the second time. 
She has been the only woman 
member of Parliament since 
the 1968 election. 

This has been a year of 
honors for her. She was In¬ 
cluded In a list of 50 of the 
world's moat lm|*>rtant 
women, chosen by fcorre- 
spomlents for a Paris maga¬ 
zine. Marle-Clalre. Last May. 
Brock University In St. Cath¬ 
arines, Ont.. conferred an 
honorary LLD on her, and In 
November she was named 
Woman of the Year by the 
Toronto chapter of B'nal 
B’rith. 

Anne Murray was named 
most newsworthy In entertain¬ 
ment for the second consecu¬ 
tive year. 

Miss Murray did several 
CBC special* and U.S. televi¬ 
sion shows this year and was 
given two Canadian Industry 
awards for her 1970 ac¬ 
complishments. 

In July she was feted by her 
home town, Sprlnghill. N.S, 
About 20,000 people turned up 
for an old home week held to 
honor her.

MEXICO CITY (UPI) —

as human beings and seeking 
to break out of the stereotype 
that has been imposed on us 
for so long. 

"It Is the woman on the Job, 
In the house, doing the shop¬ 
ping, who Is confronting the 
new challenges and opportuni¬ 
ties that are slowly opening 
and must be explored if they 
are to be enlarged to the point 
where the subject of the 
equullty of women will no 
longer be a matter of ques¬ 
tion."

My florist friends around town tell 
me this past holiday season was just 
about the busiest they have ever experi¬ 
enced, and the demand for potted flo¬ 
wering housepiants In particular was 
unprecedented. This pleases me no end, 
for aa I have mentioned before, such a 
gift is a particularly happy choice when 
the recipient is a shut-in. In almost any 
household, though, an attractive house- 
plant can become an accepted member 
of the family, along with the cat, the 
dog and the budgie. 


Strangely enough, the failures with 
gift housepiants are seldom due to negl¬ 
ect. even In the homes of the moat for¬ 
getful and scatterbrained folks. 







Gift plants aeem to suffer an unsual- 
ly high mortality, probably because 
they are so often presented to folks who 
haven't the foggiest Idea how to look 
after them. Ibis bothers me. for it 
hurts to gge or hear of Mvtng plants 
slowly withering away aa • result of in¬ 
correct ears. 


On the contrary, the new owner, 
enthralled with the lovely gift plant, 
•"lend* to overwhelm the poor thing with 
misplaced kidneas — ino much warmth 
and coddling, too frequent watering, ton 
many plant pills. Actually, a plant will 
stand up much hetter under a littls 
wholesome neglect than under constant, 
fussy mothering. 


Probably the moat common error Is 
too mueh warmth, due to the mistaken 
belief that plants enjoy the seme tem¬ 
peratures as humans. 



For this reason. It has become my 
custom to devote a aerlas of ndumns In 
the poat-Thristmaa period to the care 
and culture of housepiants In general 
and of Christmas gift plants In particu¬ 
lar. 


Our body mechanism Is such that we 
are moat comfortable In a temperature 
range of (M to 74 degrees, hut we are 
warmblooded mammals: our plants are 
not. Nearly all our common potted 
plants would he much happier in an un¬ 
comfortably chilly room say, around 


During the next few days I will give 
specific instructions for the year-round 
care of the potnsettla. the cyclamen, 
the houseplant stales and inch popular 
gift plants; today 1 thought we might 
discuss some common mistakes In the 
care of housepiants in genaral. 


This Isn't practicable, of course, 
unless a spare room la available which 
can he kept cooler than the root of the 
h o use. In any case, we don't want to 
•hut away our gift plant In Isolation; we 
want it to live with us. Fortunately, our 
most popular potted plants are selected 
precisely because they will tolerate 


higher temperatures than they really 
like. 

One tolng we can do for them, 
though. Is to find living quarters for 
them well removed from the ilultng 
heat of a steam radiator or the alroeco- 
like blast from a hot air register. This 
U a inuat for all housepiants. 

Another common cauae of III health 
in potted plants is oveiMvatering; far 
more plant* die of drowning in aoggy, 
* airless »»il than ever perished of 
drought. Always remember that plant 
roots need air as well as moisture. and 
air cannot penetrate anti when It la sat¬ 
urated. 

1 am often asked how often a certain 
k ,r «d trf plant slxaild he watered; ach-al 
ly. no plant should ever it# watered on a 
fixed time schedule, for It* moisture 
needs are changing constantly, varying 
with the temperature, air humidity. aUe 
of pot and texture of anil. 

For the novice, the heat plan Is to 
test the soil surface with the fingertip* 
daily, hut give water only when It feels 
definitely dry to the touch. 

In the matter of light, ad potted 
plants must have plenty of daylight, al 
though some kinds cannot tolerate 
scorching sunlight. At this season of (he 
year, though, even the kinds with 
tender skins will do Iwtter in a sunny 
window, for the winter sun isn't power¬ 
ful enough to harm them.

The fire was believed to 
have started In a nearby 
cabin where Edward Ellis and 
Perry were staying. 

One of Wilfred Ellis’ first 
reactions when he saw his 
naked brother at tha cabin 


door was to grab him a pair 
of pants, later, It was discov¬ 
ered the trousers contained 
the family’s wallet- with alf 
.their Christmas pay. 

Wilfred Ellis, who is be¬ 
lieved to he a logger, and hia 
wife and six-month-old son 
watched from a safe distance 
as their cabin and anotner 
Mimed to the ground. 

Ail their Christmas presents 
were lost in the fire. 


A turkey, already seasoned 
by Mrs. Ellis and "set to pop 
in tit# oven” was cooked to a 
cinder. 

Motel (/roprietor, Tom 
Evans said Monday that Ed¬ 
ward Ellis’ naked run had 
Aaved Edward's relatives and 
other guests at the motel. 

Evans also pralsad the ef¬ 
forts of the Union Bay volun¬ 
teer fire department which 


arrived at the fire within 30 
minutes of receiving the call. 
The volunteers' help wss 
"fantastic” ha said. 

Road uinditions were peril¬ 
ous with ice and snow ss the 
fire truck went to the motel. 

Gnjrtenay volunteer fire de¬ 
partment stood by for the 
Union Bay crew In case of 
further calls hut was not 
needed. 

Evans saM the cause of the 
tko had not been deteifnincd 


and an estimate of damage 
was still being calculated. 

Meanwhile, local residents

Three armed men who 
robbed a Cologne bank of 
$07,000 Monday fled on 
foot with the money near 
the French-German bor¬ 
der after freeing un¬ 
harmed two high police 
officials they had taken 
aa hostages. 

A fourth suspect, a 
Frenchman, was arrested 
In Cologne and authori¬ 
ties said he would lie ar¬ 
raigned today as an ac¬ 
complice. 

About 1,0.10 Went German 
police. Of imbed (he rough, 
winM lerl area where the geta¬ 
way van waa abandoned. Po- 
lice at the ixirder olty of Saar- 
hruoken said escape would he 
Impossible Agr Hie robbers 
Identified es an Austrian ring¬ 
leader, a Frenchman and an 
Italian. 

The armed bandit trio criss¬ 
crossed the frontier area be¬ 
tween the German Saarland 
and France looking for an 
easy escape route to France. 
But the frontier roads were 
well guarded and their hos¬ 
tages balked at crossing the 
Ixtrder, authorities said. 

Finally, they abandoned 
their getaway panel truck and 
the hostages in the Klrkeler 
Forest at least six miles on 
the German side of the 
border. 

They ran Into tha woods 
t arrying the loot In a black 
diplomatic document case, po¬ 
lice said. 

One of the freed hostages, 
Cologne Criminal Police Oilef 
Werner Ilamacher, 46, tele- 
plumed his office that he and 
his companion, Polios Dis¬ 
trict Chief Hans Krause, 61 
were safe and unhurt. 

Hie day long drama started 
In ti»« square In front of Co¬ 
logne Cathedral, watched by 
thousands of spectators and 
scores of armed polios. It led 
through the twisting Rhine 
Valley and the damp, fog. 
shrouded Kiffel mountains to 
the Saarland. 

The gunmen demanded and 
received from police a guar¬ 
antee of safe conduct and a 
truck to transport themselves, 
Hie two hostages and tha 
loot. Police, who surprised the 
rohliers during the holduji, 
shot out the tires of Hie car 
the trio originally plannned to 
use In their escajie.
